New leader of world's 




Anglicans is enthroned 



CANTERBURY, United King¬ 
dom (AFP) - The new Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, Justin 
Welby, was enthroned yester¬ 
day, taking over the leadership 
of 80 million Anglicans world¬ 
wide in a service enlivened by 
African dancers and in which a 
woman archdeacon played a 
key role. 

Welby, a 57-year-old for¬ 
mer oil executive, was for¬ 
mally sworn in as head of the 
Church of England in front of 
2,000 guests at Canterbury 
Cathedral including Prime 
Minister David Cameron and 
heir to the throne Prince 


Charles. 

The service included other 
unusual touches, with a hymn 
set to a Punjabi melody and 
drummers and dancers filled 
the cathedral with a thunderous 
rhythm either side of Welby’s 
reading from the gospel. 

For the first time in history, 
a woman enthroned the arch¬ 
bishop. The Venerable Sheila 
Watson, Archdeacon of Can¬ 
terbury, played an integral role 
in the service which marks the 
formal start of Welby’s mi¬ 
nistry as he takes over from 
Rowan Williams.

This will 
result in different types of 
water, alongside of the water 
we drink. 

WEB sees this as a positive 
development, one that can con¬ 
tribute to preserve our environ¬ 
ment. One element of this, 
however, is that we must be 
able to guarantee the quality of 
our water and guarantee its im- 
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pact on our health. For this rea¬ 
son WEB Aruba wants to lend 
their support to the govern¬ 
ment of Aruba to arrive at a 
legislation of the cycle of 
water. Management of WEB 
has brought this topic to the at¬ 


tention of Minister of the En¬ 
vironment, Benny Sevinger.

Poll: Six in 10 Americans support citizenship path for illegals 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Nearly two-thirds of Ameri¬ 
cans favor a path to citizen¬ 
ship — with conditions — for 
undocumented immigrants, 
according to a new poll out 
yesterday, as lawmakers de¬ 
bate reform plans. 

Lawmakers from both 
sides of the US political di¬ 
vide, as well as President 
Barack Obama, have ex¬ 


pressed optimism about strik¬ 
ing a deal on immigration re¬ 
form in 2013, but a potential 
pathway to citizenship re¬ 
mains a hurdle. 

In a poll of 4,500 people 
by the Public Religion Re¬ 
search Institute and the 
Brookings Institution, 63 per¬ 
cent said that the 11 million 
people living in the US ille¬ 
gally should be allowed to 


become citizens. 

That was three times as 
high as the 21 percent who 
thought they should be found 
and deported. Another 14 
percent said illegal immi¬ 
grants should be allowed to 
get permanent resident status. 

Even among conservative 
Republicans, a majority, 53 
percent, were in favor of al¬ 
lowing the possibility of citi¬ 


zenship. That figure was 
higher, 71 percent, among 
Democrats. 

Currently, a legal immi¬ 
grant can generally seek to 
become a citizen after living 
in the US for five years. 

The poll also reflected sig¬ 
nificant racial divisions in 
perceptions of the impact of 
demographic and cultural 
changes in the US since the 


1950s, with 61 percent of 
whites saying American cul¬ 
ture has "changed for the 
worse." 

The reverse was true 
among blacks and Hispanics, 
with a majority of both 
groups — 56 percent of blacks 
and 51 percent of Hispanics - 
- responding that American 
culture has "changed for the 
better" since the 1950s.

UN to launch Syria chemical 



gun laws 

NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
White House will keep push¬ 
ing for tough new gun owner¬ 
ship laws despite lack of 
support in Congress, Vice 
President Joe Biden said yes¬ 
terday, urging politicians to 
show "courage" for the sake 
of shooting massacre victims. 

"I'm not going to rest and 
nor is the president until we 
do all of these things," Biden 
told a press conference in 
New York, where he joined 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
and bereaved parents from 
Newtown, where 20 elemen¬ 
tary school children were shot 
dead in December. 

"For all those who say we 
couldn't or shouldn't ban high 
capacity magazines, I ask them 
just one question: think about 
Newtown," Biden said in a 
brief, but emotional speech in 


which he referred to the "beau¬ 
tiful little babies" killed in the 
school. 

Senate Democrats have 
conceded that their proposed 
ban on assault rifles, like the 
gun used by a deranged in¬ 
truder in the Newtown slaugh¬ 
ter, has no way of passing in 
Congress. 

Other measures under con¬ 
sideration — and that may have 


a better chance of being en¬ 
acted — include requiring 
background checks for all gun 
sales. 

Gun control is one of the 
most politicized issues in a 
country rich in gun lore and 
where the Constitution is in¬ 
terpreted as guaranteeing the 
right of citizens to bear arms. 

Opponents to any new gun 
laws, including the politically 
powerful National Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation, argue that legal restric¬ 
tions are the thin end of a 
wedge into constitutional 
rights and that criminals can in 
any case buy weapons illegally 
when needed. 

However, Biden said Amer¬ 
icans back "common sense" 
measures like background 
checks and alerts to the author¬ 
ities when someone tries to 
amass weaponry.

His enthronement took place 
just two days after the new 
leader of the world's 1.2 billion 
Roman Catholics, Pope Fran¬ 
cis, was inaugurated. 

The pope sent a message of 
goodwill to Welby, saying he 
hoped to meet him soon and 
uphold the "fraternal" rapport 
between their Churches. 

In his sermon, Welby said 
he wanted to foster closer ties 
with other Christians and heal 
splits within the Anglican com¬ 
munion which is deeply di¬ 
vided over the issue of women 
bishops. 

"The Church transforms so¬ 
ciety when it takes the risks of 
renewal in prayer, of reconcil¬ 
iation and of confident decla¬ 
ration of the good news of 
Jesus Christ," he said. 


"There is every possible 
reason for optimism about the 
future of Christian faith in our 
world and in this country." 

Leaders from various other 
religions including Greek Or¬ 
thodox, Muslims, Buddhists 
and Jews also attended the 
service. 

Since officially becoming 
archbishop on February 4 in a 
ceremony at St Paul's Cathe¬ 
dral, Welby has not shied away 
from taking on the govern¬ 
ment, saying welfare reforms 
would harm vulnerable chil¬ 
dren. 

He is not a typical church¬ 
man. Married with five chil¬ 
dren, he rose to the top of the 
oil industry and gave up a six- 
figure salary to train as a priest. 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The United Nations will inves¬ 
tigate whether chemical wea¬ 
pons have been used in the 
Syria conflict, UN leader Ban 
Ki-Moon announced yester¬ 
day. 

Ban said the "difficult mis¬ 
sion" would focus on a Syrian 
government allegation that op¬ 
position rebels used chemical 
weapons in an attack this 
week. 

France, Britain and the 
United States called on Ban to 
widen the inquiry to include 
accusations made against Pre¬ 
sident Bashar al-Assad's forces. 

The Syrian government ac¬ 
cuses opposition rebels of 
using chemical weapons in 
Khan al-Assal near Aleppo on 
Tuesday and says that more 
than 30 people died. The oppo¬ 
sition said the government 
staged the attack and also used 
banned chemical weapons in 
another incident near Damas¬ 
cus. 


Biden: White House will not rest on 


Ban said he would start a 
United Nations investigation 
into the possible use of chemi¬ 
cal weapons in Syria "as soon 
as is practically possible." 

The UN is working with the 
Organisation for the Prohibi¬ 
tion of Chemical Weapons 
(OPCW), which oversees the 
Chemical Weapons Conven¬ 
tion, and the World Health Or¬ 
ganisation to set up the inquiry. 

Ban said the mission would 
"look into the specific inci¬ 
dent" raised by the Syrian go¬ 
vernment in a letter to the UN 
on Wednesday. 

Britain and France called 
for a wider inquiry that in¬ 
cludes accusations that chemi¬ 
cal weapons were also used at 
Ataybah near Damascus and 
another incident at Homs on 
December 23. 

"We judge it essential that 
all the pertinent facts concern¬ 
ing these allegations are swiftly 
investigated," said a letter sent 
by the French and British mis¬ 
sions to the UN leader. It called 
for "an urgent investigation 
into all allegations." 

UN spokesman Martin Ne- 
sirky said the French-British 
letter had been received. "The 
secretary general will review 
this suggestion as the mandate 
for the UN investigation is de¬ 
veloped," he told reporters. 


US ambassador Susan Rice 
said the United States also 
"supports an investigation that 
pursues any and all credible al¬ 
legations of the possible use of 
chemical weapons in Syria." 

US President Barack Oba¬ 
ma has said the use of chemi¬ 
cal weapons in the conflict 
could be a "game-changer." 

"We demand the full coop¬ 
eration of the Assad regime in 
particular, as well as Syrian au¬ 
thorities throughout the coun¬ 
try, including by providing full 
and unfettered access to all re¬ 
levant individuals and loca¬ 
tions," Rice said in a statement. 

Diplomats and UN officials 
have stressed that there is still 
no formal proof that chemical 
weapons have been used by ei¬ 
ther side. 

Western intelligence agen¬ 
cies say that Syria has large 
stocks of sarin and other chem¬ 
ical weapons. It has never 
signed the chemical weapons 
convention overseen by the 
OPCW. 

The treaty watchdog said in 
a statement released at its base 
in The Hague that the inquiry 
would require "careful plan¬ 
ning" because of the security 
dangers. The organization said 
that Syria's failure to join the 
convention "remains a matter 
of serious concern."

White House hosts 
Cuban dissident blogger

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House hosted award¬ 
winning dissident Cuban blog¬ 
ger Yoani Sanchez, on her first 
international trip in years, 
Wednesday after she met law¬ 
makers on Capitol Hill. 

"The United States looks 
forward to the day when all 
Cubans will have the opportu¬ 
nity to express themselves in 
public without fear and we will 
continue to support policies that 
encourage the free flow of in¬ 
formation to, from, and within 
Cuba," National Security Coun¬ 
cil spokeswoman Caitlin Hay¬ 
den said in a statement. 

Sanchez met with White 
House staff, including Special 
Assistant to the President and 
Senior Director for Western 
Hemisphere Affairs Ricardo 
Zuniga. 

Throughout the day, 
Sanchez stayed true to form and 
tweeted about her meetings in 
Congress, where she also 


picked up the State De¬ 
partment’s International 
Women of Courage 
award, which she re¬ 
ceived in 2011. 

She met with Re¬ 
publican Senator Marco 
Rubio and Democrat 
Robert Menendez, both 
Cuban Americans. 

"Through her Gen- 
eracion Y blog, Yoani 
has given the rest of the 
world valuable insights 
into daily life in Cuba 
and, more importantly, 
given us a glimpse of what 
brave, Cuban democracy advo¬ 
cates like her can do with a little 
bit of Internet access," Rubio 
said. 

Sanchez, named by Time 
magazine as one of the world's 
100 most influential people in 
2008, is largely unknown in her 
own country. 

The 37-year-old is on a 
global tour after Cuba issued a 
reform in October that allows 
its citizens to travel abroad for 
the first time without a reviled 
and costly exit visa, and which 
also gave Sanchez her long 
sought-for permission to travel. 

Each tweet sent by bloggers' 
supporters outside the commu¬ 
nist island "is a virtual protec¬ 
tive shield for this activist," 
Sanchez told students at 
Georgetown University. 

"The challenge is for this 
virtual Cuba to converge with 
the real Cuba."

N. Korea threatens US bases 
in Japan 


SEOUL (AFP) - North Korea 
on Thursday threatened strikes 
on US military bases in Japan 
and Guam, escalating tensions 
as suspicion deepened that Py¬ 
ongyang was behind a cyber 
attack on South Korean broad¬ 
casters and banks. 

The tone of the strike threat, 
attributed to a spokesman of 
the army's supreme command, 
blended with the torrent of 
warlike rhetoric spewed out by 
Pyongyang in recent weeks, 
but stood out for its precise 
naming of targets. 

Military tensions on the Ko¬ 
rean peninsula are at their 
highest level for years, with 
Pyongyang irate at the use of 
nuclear-capable US B-52 
bombers and nuclear sub¬ 
marines in ongoing joint mili¬ 
tary drills with South Korea. 

"The US should not forget 
that the Andersen base on 
Guam where B-52s take off 
and naval bases on the Japan 
mainland and Okinawa where 
nuclear-powered submarines 


are launched, are all within the 
range of our precision target 
assets," the army spokesman 
said. 

North Korea has success¬ 
fully tested medium-range 
missiles that can reach Japan, 
but has no proven long-range 
missile capability that would 
allow it to hit targets on the US 
mainland or Guam — more 
than 2,000 miles away. 

Nevertheless, US Defense 
Secretary Chuck Hagel an¬ 
nounced last week that Wash¬ 
ington had decided to bolster 
missile defences along the US 
west coast so as to "stay ahead 
of the threat" from the North 
Korean regime. 

North Korean leader Kim 
Jong-Un had issued a more 
general threat to destroy US 
bases "in the operational the¬ 
atre of the Pacific" on Wednes¬ 
day, as he directed a drone 
strike exercise. 

Still photographs broadcast 
on state television seemed to 
show what looked like a rudi¬ 


mentary drone being flown 
into a mountainside target and 
exploding. 

South Korea's Yonhap news 
agency reported last year that 
the North was developing un¬ 
manned strike aircraft using 
old US target drones imported 
from the Middle East. 

Kim has personally over¬ 
seen a host of rocket and ar¬ 
tillery drills in recent weeks, 
mostly at frontline bases near 
the disputed maritime border 
with South Korea which has 
been a flashpoint for military 
clashes in the past. 

Since the UN Security 
Council tightened sanctions on 
North Korea over its nuclear 
test last month, Pyongyang has 
issued a range of apocalyptic 
threats including "pre-emp¬ 
tive" nuclear strikes. 

It also announced it was 
scrapping the armistice that 
ended the 1950-53 Korean 
War, but its rhetoric has yet to 
be matched by any overt mili¬ 
tary action.

Second successful congress on Nephrology 
held here 



—Last Friday and Saturday 
Aruba was host to the second 
seminar on the Kidney with 
the participation of various ex¬ 
perts from renowned special¬ 
ized centers on the disease and 
treatment of the Kidneys from 
the US, Mexico and Curacao. 
Aruban Nephrologist, Dr. 
Romeo Kock gave a presenta¬ 
tion titled "ESRD in Aruba: A 
Silent Epidemic?” The delega¬ 
tion at the seminar were pro¬ 
fessionals from the medical 
field including specialists, pri¬ 
mary care doctors and nurses. 
The sessions were very well 
attended, which definitely re¬ 
flects the seriousness of the 
situation and the interest of the 
medical professionals to be in¬ 
formed and educated about the 
treatment of patients and how 
to prevent and treat the disease 
of the kidneys. 

Dr. Jaime Falconi, Hospital 
Director, said that the audito¬ 
rium became silent during and 
after Dr. Kock’s presentation. 
According to Dr. Martinez, 
Mexican specialist, the prob¬ 
lem is not a silent epidemic but 
rather a scandalous problem. 


Dr. Kock explained that up 
until 2 years ago, back in 
2010, Aruba had two cases of 
new dialysis per month, but 
that has changed. In 2011 and 
2012 we have seen a drastic 
increase. Our island now has 3 
new cases of dialysis every 
month and the trend continues 
to rise. Many people are un¬ 
aware of the fact that there are 
so many very sick people on 
Aruba who are receiving dial¬ 
ysis or who have had a kidney 
transplant (even persons work¬ 
ing in the medical field). The 
situation is no longer a silent 
one, it is an epidemic, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Kock. 

They discussed various top¬ 
ics of interest during the con¬ 
gress, for example concerning 
experimental treatment for hy¬ 
pertension, which has not been 
completely accepted as yet; al¬ 
though important information 
that must be shared, according 
to Falconi. 

Dr. Kock explained that 
about 80% of our population 
at a certain age becomes obese 
and that this is in direct rela¬ 
tion to diabetes and hyperten¬ 



sion. This may explain why 
we have reached this stage and 
what awaits us - this, he says, 
is very troubling. According to 
Dr. Kock and Dr. Falconi, 
physical activity, proper diet, 
living less stressful and mak¬ 
ing healthy choices are essen¬ 
tial for good health. This is so 
for everyone without excep¬ 
tion. 


There is coming a time 
when the dialysis centers at the 
Hospital and at IMS AM are no 
longer sustainable and we will 
have to begin thinking out of 
the box. Perhaps we will have 
to motivate more patients to do 
their dialysis at home via the 
"peritoneale dialysis,” accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Kock. This method 


is different from the hemodial¬ 
ysis which takes place in our 
clinics. The reaction from pa¬ 
tients doing dialysis at home is 
positive. It is a good alterna¬ 
tive for which the patient need 
not have any fear to perform, 
says Dr. Kock. 

In the final analysis, if we 
treat our body well it will 
function as it should, says Dr. 
Kock. Every person is respon¬ 
sible for his own health and if 
the patient knows that he is di¬ 
abetic, has high blood pressure 
or has any of these diseases in 
his family, they must ensure 
that they do the blood tests and 
urine tests at least once per 
year. Don't wait until you feel 
symptoms, these tests are sim¬ 
ple and essential and could 
save you the worst situation of 
having to be on dialysis or of 
getting a kidney transplant.

Thai students set for 
mass tablet computer 
handout 


BANGKOK (AFP) - Thailand 
plans to distribute about 1.7 mil¬ 
lion handheld computers to stu¬ 
dents and teachers this year in 
the world's largest handout of 
the devices for education, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Nine firms from countries in¬ 
cluding China, India, Germany 
and the Netherlands are set to 
join an online tender in April to 
supply the tablet computers, ac¬ 
cording to the Ministry of Infor¬ 
mation and Communication 
Technology (ICT). 

With each tablet expected to 
cost roughly $100, the total 
value of the orders looks set to 
be worth more than four billion 
baht ($140 million). 

They will be given to pri¬ 
mary students aged about six 
years old as well as to middle- 
school students aged between 


12 and 13, along with 54,000 
tablets that will be given to 
teachers. 

About 850,000 tablets were 
already given to students last 
year, supplied by China's Shen¬ 
zhen Scope Scientific Develop¬ 
ment Co. at a cost of about about 
2.2 billion baht ($75 million). 

Next year the government 
aims to distribute a further 
seven million tablets, according 
to the ICT ministry. 

The tablets will remain the 
property of the schools for three 
years, during which time the 
students can take them home 
each day. After that the students 
will own them. 

But the authorities are call¬ 
ing on teachers and parents to 
ensure that students do not stay 
glued to the screens for too 
long. 


French workers waste an 
hour a day on surfing 



PARIS (AFP) - French work¬ 
ers spend nearly one hour a 
day at the office surfing the In¬ 
ternet for non-professional 
uses, with Facebook and 
YouTube their favourite sites, 
according to a study published 
Wednesday. 

The study found that on av¬ 
erage French workers spent 57 
minutes per day on the Internet 
for personal use, or 59 percent 
of the total time they use the 
Web. 

Conducted by Olfeo, a firm 
which sells software that al¬ 
lows companies to filter and 


secure Internet traffic, said 
the personal use of the Web 
by employees caused a 13.6 
percent productivity loss to 
firms. 

Olfeo found that upon 
their arrival to work French 
employees like to consult 
news sites and catch up on 
social networks. 

During lunch hours they 
favour watching television 
episodes online, listening to 
the radio or playing online 
games. 

Before heading home 
French workers check traffic 
and weather reports, or kill 
time on entertainment sites. 

The study, conducted in 
2012 based on 100 firms with 
80,000 employees, found that 
French workers who stay at 
the office after 7 pm used the 
Internet to work. 

The social networking site 
Facebook was the top website 
for personal traffic at French 
workplaces, followed by the 
video-sharing site YouTube. 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese re¬ 
searchers said Thursday they 
have found a rich deposit of 
rare earths on the Pacific 
seabed, with reports suggest¬ 
ing it could be up to 30 times 
more concentrated than Chi¬ 
nese reserves. 

Mud samples taken from 
5,800 metres (19,000 feet) 
below the waves contained 
highly concentrated amounts 
of the precious minerals, 
which are vital for high-tech 
manufacturing and used in 
products including wind tur¬ 
bines and iPods. 

The proving of resources is 
significant for Japan, which 
currently relies largely on 
China, the source of around 90 
percent of the world's supply 
of rare earths. 

Manufacturers have com¬ 
plained in the past that Beijing 
restricts exports of the materi¬ 
als at times of tension. 

"Rare earths are necessary 
for cutting-edge technologies. 
Japan faces an urgent task to 
secure stable supplies," said a 
statement by researchers from 
the Japan Agency for Marine- 
Earth Science and Technology 
and the University of Tokyo. 

The samples, taken from the 
seabed near Minamitori island 
some 2,000 kilometres (1,250 
miles) southeast of Tokyo, 
were 10 times more concen¬ 
trated than that of mud col¬ 
lected from the seabed near 
Hawaii, the researchers said. 

The concentration was 20 to 
30 times higher than that from 
Chinese mines, Japanese 
media said. 

Scientists believe the 
seabed contains about 6.8 mil¬ 
lion tonnes of the materials, 
the equivalent of 220 to 230 
years worth of rare earths used 
in Japan. 

But despite the desire to 
move away from dependence 
on China, the cost of extracting 
supplies from such a depth and 
in such hostile conditions may 
prove problematic, commenta¬ 
tors said. 

In its afternoon edition, the 
mass-selling Yomiuri Shimbun 
said there had been no success¬ 
ful commercial mining below 
5,000 metres. 

The researchers said they 
plan to continue their survey, 
which began in January, to fur¬ 
ther study rare earth resources 
and find out how extensive the 
deposits are.

Thieves blast into Brink's 
Netherlands depot: media 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - 
Thieves used explosives to 
blast their way into a depot of 
the security firm Brink's in the 
Netherlands late Wednesday, 
local media reported, with the 
value of their haul unknown. 

No employees of Brink's, 
which transports cash and 
valuables, were injured in the 
heist which happened around 
11:00 pm (2200 GMT) at the 
US-based firm's building in 
Best, southern Netherlands, 
the Dutch ANP agency said 
citing police. 

A helicopter joined 20 po¬ 
lice cars at the scene of the 
crime when the alert was 
sounded, but the perpetrators 
had fled, local radio reported. 


A search revealed a "suspi¬ 
cious object" which would be 
examined by explosives ex¬ 
perts, police were cited as say¬ 
ing. 

ANP also reported that a 
suspicious car had been 
stopped on a national highway 
not far from Best, but that no 
link had yet been made be¬ 
tween the vehicle and the 
Brink's raid. 

Last month, heavily armed 
robbers disguised as police 
made off with $50 million (37 
million euros) worth of dia¬ 
monds in a spectacular heist on 
a Brink's armoured car at Brus¬ 
sels airport in neighbouring 
Belgium. 


Brazilian beermaker closes 
Venezuela operations 

Ambev's Venezuelan divi¬ 
sion Brahma said its share of 
the market had dropped from 
nine percent to 0.9 percent 
over seven years, making it 
"unfeasible" to continue op¬ 
erations and preventing it 
from making necessary in¬ 
vestments at its facilities. 

The company began clos¬ 
ing its operations on Monday. 

Accounting representative 
Maira Mejias told a local 
newspaper that the lack of nec¬ 
essary funds "affected the con¬ 
dition of the facilities, 
machinery and equipment, cre¬ 
ating hazardous conditions for 
plant workers' health and hy¬ 
giene. 

Ambev, one of the largest 
companies in the region, began 
its Venezuela operations in 
1994. The Companhia de Be- 
bidas das Americas is the ex¬ 
clusive bottler and distributor 
rights for Pepsi and Gatorade 
products in Brazil. 

It operates in 16 countries 
across Latin America and the 
Caribbean, as well as in 
Canada. 



CARACAS (AFP) - Brazil's

Eurozone 'ready to discuss 1 
new Cyprus bailout 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Eurozone 
finance ministers extended a 
Cypriot olive branch late on 
Thursday, as their leader said 
currency partners were willing 
to work with Nicosia on new 
plans to make work a bailout 
that re-draws the island's 
stricken banking sector. 

As the ministers huddled 
around their video screens, the 
Cyprus cabinet was in crisis 
session bidding to approve a 
"Plan B" after an earlier agree¬ 
ment with the EU and IMF col¬ 
lapsed amid anger over a 
weekend raid on savers that Di- 
jsselbloem says should have 
been understood as a "wealth 
tax" aimed principally at 
mainly Russian oligarchs' in¬ 
vestments. 

The European Central Bank 
has given Cyprus until Monday 
to find a way out of a crisis that 
has left Moscow furious over 
frozen government agency ac¬ 


counts with banks in the off¬ 
shore finance centre shut for a 
full week, the worst affected 
imposing radically lowered 
cash withdrawal limits. 

With EU sources semi- 
openly floating a willingness to 
cut Nicosia loose if it doesn't 
clobber a finance industry Ger¬ 
many and others associate 
openly with the onward euro¬ 
zone circulation of ill-gotten 
money-laundering gains, and a 
nervous crowd gathered outside 
the Cypriot parliament, Dijssel- 
bloem's remarks served as an 
inducement to lawmakers there. 

However, in what analysts 
have warned is a dangerous 
game of Russian roulette, he 
also underlined that any new 
plan to fill a six-billion-euro 
hole and so unlock up to 10 bil¬ 
lion in eurozone and IMF loans 
between now and 2016 would 
need to "respect" other de¬ 
mands already made by credi¬ 


tors. 

Rapid passing of legislation 
then provides a further hurdle 
in a race against time to pre¬ 
vent a collapse in the island's 
banking sector — one heavily 
based on deposits rather than 
credit, and so potentially more 
vulnerable than other victims 
during the debt crisis to runs on 
weak banks. 

Meanwhile ratings firm 
Standard & Poor's cut troubled 
Cyprus' sovereign credit rating 
by one notch yesterday citing 
"acute problems" in Cyprus's 
banking sector. 

S&P lowered the rating to 
'CCC' from 'CCC+' and warned 
the outlook for the rating was 
negative. 

S&P said in a statement that 
neither Cyprus's government 
nor bank shareholders ap¬ 
peared capable to meet the 
pressing capital needs of its 
teetering banks. 


Sri Lanka to seize part of India oil depot 
after UN vote 


COLOMBO (AFP) - Sri 
Lanka announced on Thursday 
it would repossess part of a 
strategic oil storage depot from 
a state-run Indian firm after 
Delhi supported international 
calls to probe war crimes on 
the island. 

Information Minister Ke- 
heliya Rambukwella said there 
were provisions to repossess 
tanks that were not being used 
by the Indian Oil Company's 
local unit, Lanka IOC, in the 
northeastern port of Trincoma- 
lee. 

Rambukwella denied that 
the move to repossess the fa¬ 
cilities, which were privatised 
in 2003, was in retaliation for 
India voting with the United 
States to censure Sri Lanka at 
the UN Human Rights Council 
on Thursday. 

Lanka IOC chief Subodh 
Dakwale said he was unaware 
of government plans to take 
back some of the tanks at the 
Trincomalee tank farm. 

"We are right now spend¬ 
ing $17 million to refurbish 
two tanks and we are quite un¬ 
aware of the plan to take over 
some of the storage tanks," 


Dakwale told AFP. 

The UNHRC adopted a res¬ 
olution initiated by the United 
States demanding accountabil¬ 
ity for alleged war crimes dur¬ 
ing the Sri Lankan military's 
crushing of Tamil Tiger rebels 
in 2009. 

Rights groups have said that 
up to 40,000 civilians were 
killed by government forces in 
the final months of fighting, a 


charge denied by Sri Lanka. 

India, home to millions of 
Tamils who share links with 
their counterparts in Sri Lanka, 
risks a further worsening in re¬ 
lations with its southern neigh¬ 
bour over the UNHRC 
resolution. 

It has postponed scheduled 
defence cooperation talks with 
Sri Lanka originally scheduled 
for later this week.

British hit drama Downton 
Abbey leads way in TV 
exports 



PARIS (AFP) - Britain in 2012 
held on to its position as the 
world’s second biggest ex¬ 
porter of television pro¬ 
grammes after the US on the 
back of hit dramas such as 
Downton Abbey and Call the 
Midwife, a report said. 

Talent shows such as the 
Dutch-originated The Voice, 
meanwhile, illustrated the con¬ 
tinued huge popularity of real¬ 
ity television, according to the 
Television Year in the World 
report by audience researcher 
company Eurodata TV World¬ 


wide. 

Period drama Downton 
Abbey has been sold to over 
100 countries with the third se¬ 
ries attracting a record 8.2 mil¬ 
lion viewers on the US channel 
PBS (Public Broadcasting 
Service), it said. 

Other programmes bolster¬ 
ing UK exports included the 
drama Mr Selfridge and detec¬ 
tive series Midsomer Murders. 

But despite the success of 
such programmes, the popular¬ 
ity of reality television contin¬ 
ued to grow in 2012. 

The format for The Voice 
was exported to 16 territories 
in 2012 from Vietnam to 
Turkey and Australia, com¬ 
pared to three in 2011. 

The other most successful 
reality show formats were Got 
Talent, developed by British 
music mogul Simon Cowell, 
Strictly Come Dancing, origi¬ 
nated in the UK and remade in 
the US as Dancing with the 
Stars, followed by Masterchef 
(UK). 


'Earth Hour' - evolves into springboard for wider action 



PARIS (AFP) - From Sydney 
Harbour Bridge, Buckingham 
Palace and the Brandenburg 
Gate to the Burj Khalifa tower, 
the Empire State Building, the 
Taj Mahal and Table Moun¬ 
tain, some of the world's great¬ 
est landmarks will briefly 
darken on Saturday night for 
Earth Hour, a campaign now 
becoming a broader vehicle for 
green activism. 

Earth Hour originated in 
Sydney in 2007 with an appeal 
to people and businesses to 
turn off their lights for an hour 
to heighten awareness about 
climate change, driven by car¬ 
bon-emitting fossil fuels. 

The annual switch-off is 
now being followed in loca¬ 
tions in three-quarters of the 
world's nations and has the po¬ 
tential to touch hundreds of 
millions of lives, say its organ¬ 
isers. 

Promoted through social 
media, Earth Hour has also 
mutated in some countries into 
a potent tool to lobby on local 
issues unconnected with global 
warming, they add. 

Switch-off events this Sat¬ 
urday at the local time of 8:30 
pm are planned in more than 
150 countries, including for 
the first time the Palestinian 
territories, Tunisia, Galapagos, 
Suriname, French Guiana, St. 
Helena and Rwanda. 

Newcomers to the cam¬ 
paign include Copenhagen's 


Little Mermaid, the Statue of 
David in Florence and Cape 
Town's Table Mountain, 
which in 2011 joined a list of 
the "New Seven Wonders of 
Nature". 

"Last year, Earth Hour was 
followed in 7,000 communi¬ 
ties, an increase of about 30 
percent over 2011," said Andy 
Ridley, co-founder of the proj¬ 
ect launched by WWF. 

"The biggest area of growth 
has been the Asia-Pacific, the 
economic engine of the planet, 
where wherever you go now, 
people are living with the 
problems of environmental 
damage," Ridley said in a 
phone interview from Singa¬ 
pore. 

"If you're in a big city in 
China, you may well be going 


to work wearing a face mask 
(against air pollution), or if 
you are in the Philippines, you 
and your family may well have 
been affected by a super-ty¬ 
phoon." 

Ridley added: "What we are 
finding is that environment is¬ 
sues may be perceived differ¬ 
ently in the big cities of Asia 
compared with how they are 
perceived in Europe or the 
States. They may not be per¬ 
ceived as exclusively green is¬ 
sues. They are seen as issues 
that are damaging your 
lifestyle and potentially threat¬ 
ening your family." 

In Japan, where floodlights 
will be turned off on Saturday 
at the capital's signature Tokyo 
Tower, campaigners are inter¬ 
twining Earth Hour with re¬ 


membrance of the March 2011 
mega-quake and tsunami, 
which unleashed a nuclear dis¬ 
aster at Fukushima. 

In Russia, activists last year 
harnessed the success of Earth 
Hour to secure 100,000 signa¬ 
tures for a petition for a law to 
protect sea areas around oil ex¬ 
ploration sites, says WWF. 

Uganda created the first 
"Earth Hour forest" of 2,700 
hectares (10.4 square miles) of 
cleared land, which greens 
plan to fill with half a million 
trees. 

Campaigners in Argentina 
are hoping that this year's 
event will provide traction to 
protect a 3.4-million-hectare 
(13,100-square mile) marine 
zone. 

As it grows in visibility, 


Earth Hour is also becoming a 
target, with critics saying it is 
little more than token, encour¬ 
ages smugness about combat¬ 
ing climate change and ignores 
the needs of development. 

"India observes on average 
eight Earth hours a day," 
tweeted 
VictorTango@airkatana, a ref¬ 
erence to the country's notori¬ 
ous power outages. More than 
400 million Indians still lack 
access to mains electricity, ac¬ 
cording to the World Bank. 

Ridley said no figures ex¬ 
isted for the overall amount of 
energy saved by Earth Hour. 
But the brief switch-off, he ar¬ 
gued, encouraged many people 
to do more to curb waste and 
think of the environment. 

Leading French climate sci¬ 
entist Jean Jouzel said Earth 
Hour at least reminded people 
of the crisis posed by carbon 
emissions, which each year 
scale new peaks while UN 
talks for curbing them mark 
time. 

"Does Earth Hour encour¬ 
age self-satisfaction? Are its 
results limited? I would say 
'yes' to both," Jouzel said. 

"But if it's a toss-up be¬ 
tween doing nothing and doing 
something that is not perfect 
but is still something very vis¬ 
ible, I think the answer is: do 
something. In fact, we need 
more action of this kind."

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Golf: New Chinese prodigy, 
12, to smash age record 


BEIJING (AFP) - Twelve-year- 
old Chinese golf prodigy Ye 
Wocheng ensured he will smash 
the record for youngest player at 
a European Tour event when he 
came through a qualifying tour¬ 
nament. 

The Dongguan schoolboy 
was able to card a triple-bogey 
eight and still finish third with a 
two-day score of two-under-par 
142 at Chengdu's Wolong Val¬ 
ley Country Club, punching his 
ticket to the Volvo China Open 
in May. 

Ye follows Masters-bound 
Guan Tianlang and Florida- 
based Andy Zhang, both 14, to 
become part of the group of 
young stars emerging from 
China. 

Guan holds the current Euro¬ 
pean Tour age record after he 
played last year's China Open in 
Tianjin at 13 years and 177 
days. Hong Kong's Jason Hak 
became the tour's youngest cut- 
maker, aged 14 and 304 days, at 
the 2008 Hong Kong Open. 

Despite international victo¬ 
ries by the likes of veterans 
Liang Wenchong and Zhang 
Lianwei, China has only three 
players in the world's top 650, 


confounding hopes the coun¬ 
try's golfers would quickly 
make a big impact on the sport. 

However, China's teen and 
pre-teen players are now lead¬ 
ing the charge, with Andy 
Zhang setting the trend when he 
became the youngest to tee off 
at the US Open last year. 

In April, Guan will attract 
more headlines when he be¬ 
comes the youngest to play the 
US Masters, lowering the 2010 
record of Italy's Matteo Man- 
assero, who was 16 at the time, 
by a distance. 

For Guan, the sky is the limit 
as he told AFP he dreamed of 
becoming the first player to 
achieve the legendary 'grand 
slam' of golf. 

After Guan's appearance at 
the April 11-14 showpiece at 
Augusta National, Ye will hog 
the limelight when he sets the 
European Tour's new age record 
at the China Open on May 2. 

Ye is already known interna¬ 
tionally after he won the US 
Kids World Junior Champi¬ 
onship in San Diego in 2010 and 
2011 and finished runner-up last 
year. He also holds the tourna¬ 
ment record of 12 under par.

CLEVELAND(AFP) - De¬ 
fending champion Miami’s 
epic win streak, the second- 
longest in league history, rose 
to 24 games Wednesday but 
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survived a scare from NBA 
weakling Cleveland in a 
homecoming for LeBron 
James. 

Down by 27 points in the 
third quarter, the Heat rallied 
to defeat Cleveland 98-95 
thanks to a stunning effort 
from James, who scored 25 
points, grabbed 12 rebounds, 
made 10 assists and hit two 
key-free throws with 4.7 sec¬ 
onds to play. 

The game was the first for 
James at the home of his for¬ 
mer club since he won an 
NBA title with the Miami 
team he joined after spurning 
the Cavaliers — a true home¬ 
coming since he grew up and 
was a high school star in 
nearby Akron. 

"This is a gut performance 
for our team," James said. "I'm 
happy my teammates were 
able to come through for me 
tonight. This was a big one." 

The start of the game was 
delayed for 45 minutes by a 
coolant leak on the main 
scoreboard, adding to the in¬ 
tense atmosphere surrounding 
the return of a hero now re¬ 
viled by those same fans who 
once treasured his every 
move. 

"It's tough when you are 
ready to go and you have a 45- 
minute wait," James said. "It's 
difficult but we are trained 
professionals. We have to be 
ready for anything."

The 
event is held under the aus¬ 
pices of CANOC, the 
Caribbean Association of Na¬ 
tional Olympic Committees. 

Last year Aruba finished in 
fourth place overall among 
the 14 participating islands in 
the Caribbean. Aruba will be 
traveling with nearly their full 
selection team, with the ex¬ 
pectation this will better their 
position.

— A triumphant team repre¬ 
senting Aruba returned this 
week from Valparaiso, Chile 
after participating at the 
CONSANAT Championships. 
Minister of Health & Sports, 
Dr. Richard Visser joined 
family and friends to receive 
the six athletes at the airport. 

For the first time in Aruba’s 
history of participating in in¬ 
ternational swim competi¬ 
tions, a total of 8 medals were 
obtained: 3 gold; 1 silver and 


4 bronze. Aruba has a long 
history of being rated among 
the top 8 competitors of 
South America. 

Mikel Schreuders swam 
away with 2 medals: 1 gold 
and 1 silver. Ally Ponson be¬ 
came the first female athlete 
champion in the South Amer¬ 
ican region by winning gold; 
she also won 2 bronze 
medals. Tyreke Wemet also 
won 2 bronze medals. Team 
members Ginayla Arends, 


Daniella van den Berg y Jordy 
Groters positioned themselves 
among the top rated swim¬ 
mers of the South American 
region. 

“History has been made: In 
the sport of swimming, our 
athletes have attained a higher 
level proficiency. This is 
something to applaud, and the 
whole community should ac¬ 
knowledge how hard these 
sports federations are work¬ 
ing, the dedication of the par¬ 


ents, and the sacrifices of the 
athletes and CEMEDAR, 
which give medical assistance 
in high impact sports. 
CEMEDAR’s support proved 
that by working thru a struc¬ 
tured program in a profes¬ 
sional team, one can achieve 
desired results," said Minister 
Dr. Visser. 

Head coach Ismael Santi- 
esteban Espinosa explained

“Four years ago we 
started with the pre-selection 
where the entire team of 
coaches of Aruba Dolphins 
and Stingray worked together 
to achieve this great victory. 
This is teamwork: athletes, 
parents, federation and gov¬ 
ernment. We can be proud to 
have established our place on 
South American level of com¬ 
petition.
